It is un- 
necessary to go farther into descrip- 
tion—the criminals engaged in this 
nameless horror were arrested, tried 
and condemned to state prison, where 
they are now serving out a life term 
for their crime. 


It was not long after when the city 


of Paterson was attain brought to the 
unsavory notice of the world by send- 
ing forth an assassin to murder the 
king of Italy.

chief refused to do. Then the mayor 
deposed him and at once assumed com- 
mand himself. The mayor's treat- 
ment of tbe mob was drastic and se- 
vere and it soon became evident that 
there was a man at the wheel who 
knew how to steer the ship through 
tbe rocks and shoals that endangered 
the way. To any reasonable man who 
desired good government, with peace 
and protection for life, limb and prop- 
erty, it would seem as if Paterson 
bad found at last what she wanted. 
A man who knew how to administer 
the law when backed by night sticks 
revolvers and Winchesters. The com 
mand be gave to tbe men who be bad 
assembled to protect tbe city's peace 
tells without circumlocution what 
kind of a mayor he is. Rifles were 
not made to shoot over people's heads. 
If it becomes necessary to shoot. 5re 
low. 
This command was literally 


obeyed, and the result of the first en- 
counter with tbe newly organized 
forse and the rioters was rich in re- 
sults. Many were wounded.some may 
possibly die, but the loss will hardlv 
be felt by the peace loving citizens of 
Paterson. Up to Thursday the riot- 
ers bad been having it all their own 
way. but with Mayor Hinchliffe in the 
saddle matters changed rapidiy. Meet- 
ings of anarchists were broken up be- 
fore they had time to sow a crop of 
treason. 


But they could not always be kept 
down. Ooe day the anarchists haa 
almost reached a mill whco a hundred 
policemen wheeled into the road in 
front of them, uight stick in bacd and 
ready for work. The women in the 
ranks of tbe rioters, with babies in 
their arms, were rusned u> the front 
and formed a wall between tbe rioters 
and the police: from the back of tbe 
wall, behitid the women, came a bom- 
bardment of sticks, stones and all 
kinds of offensive missiles wbicb were 
doing fearful damage in tbe ranks of 
the oolice. They shrank from the 
duty of using their clubs on women 
and children and though many were 
fearfully wounded, they showed a dis- 
cipline and courage worthy of the 
highest, admiration. 
At last they 
broke the wall and were using their 
night sticks witb terrible effect when 
someone sounded the alarm of fi.e. 
Tbe engines responded immediately 
to the call but they could not see any 
fire, but they did see their fellow 
townsmen battling against fearful 
odds and they were being rapidly 
beaten down.

Rock Spring has been known for

The

burst. and many a weary trapuer and 
traveler in the early days found peace 
and rest under the sheltering trees. 
When towns sprang up and the coun 
try became Settled its fame spread far 
and wide and it became a famous pic- 
nic grou id.

class. Third—To invest the srovernor 
with the power of veto. Fourth— 
To provide that each county shall 
have at least one representative in 
the general assembly.

The substitute for the senate Phil- 


ippine government bill differs frud 
the bill as it passed the senate !a 
many minor particulars, but princi- 
pally In the following: The ho-ise sub- 
stitute prorides for a complete system 
of civil government, with a legislature, 
to consist of two houses, one of whici: 
shall be a popular assembly. e!ec:ed 
by the Filipino people. The senate 
bill contained no such provision- The 
legislature is to be chosen alter "the 
existing insurrection in the Philip- 
pines shall have ceased and complete 
peace shall have been established 
therein and rJbe fact certified to the 
president by the Philippine commis- 
sion." The house substitute aiso sim- 
plifies the "bill of rights" enumerated 
in the senate measure, and adds to 
the nnmber of issues which can be 
appealed to the supreme court of the 
Catted States. The house measure 
also defines with greater detail than 
the senate the rights of citizenship of 
those residing In the Islands, and pro- 
rides that all residents shall receive 
the same protection from, the United 
States in respect to their relation -with 
foreign governments as Is accorded to 
citizens of the United States. In deal- 
Ing with the question of grant oi fran- 
chises, the house b!l! places many 
more restrictions on such grants than 
the senate MIL In this resuect the 
restrictions provided by the house fol- 
low the lines of those provided for 
Porto Rico. Both bills provide for ac- 
quiring of the iriar lands and for the 
issue of bonds suScient to pay for the 
lands, the senate provision making 
the interest rate 4*s per cent and the 
house 5 per cent. Both measures con- 
tain extended provisions relative to 
timber lands, harbor and internal im- 
provements, and for two delegate 
commissioners, chosen by the Filipino 
people, to represent them in Washing- 
ton and have the privilege of the floor 
of the house. 


One of the most important <i!3er- 


ences befweea the senate and house 
bills is that relating to coinage. The 
senate provided a sliver standard, 
somewhat in extension and perfection 
of that uo-sr in existence. The house 
measure provides a gold standard sys- 
tem, with the gold dollar of the United 
States as the standard unit of value 
for the islands. The main coin is to 
be the peso, made In silver, bat of a 
gold value, and this is to be divided 
Into subsidiary pieces of money, bear- 
Ing devices emblematic of American 
sovereignty. Provision aiso is raade 
for a system of paper currency, for 
banks, and for a compSete financial 
system, the details being different 
from those in the senate measure, al- 
though following the same general 
lines.

The act pro- 
Tiding for a special police board at 
Toledo also is held to be void. It is 
the belief of attorneys r*i»r the gov- 
ernment of Columbus also is imper- 
illed by the Cleveland decision, as the 
Columbus charter law is framed after 
the Cleveland act. The validity of the 
Eoyer act. which limits the jurisdic- 
tion of the supreme court to a certain 
class of cases and reduces the work of 


court about 90 per cent, is sus- 


ned. The supreme court also sus- 
Jned the contention of the Demo- 
cratic politicians and lawyers that a 
vacancy exists in the office of lieuten- 
ant governor, which the governor is 
required to fill by appointment.
